FALCON, THE DISPOSABLE AUTO: GONE, BUT NOT FORGOTTEN 
Reprinted from the St. Charles Journal, February 21, 1985, St. Charles, Missouri 


Between 1960 and 1970, Ford Motor Company produced 2,817,032 Falcons. The 
automobile was well received as a low-priced, family compact. But, despite its popularity, 
the Ford Falcon vanished quickly from the American street scene. 


“The Falcon was manufactured as America’s first disposable automobile,” said Tom 
O’Dell, president of the Gateway Chapter of the Falcon Club of America (FCA). “It was an 
inexpensive car so you could drive it 100,000 miles and get rid of it. When the Falcon hit 
the junkyards, people said, ‘No. Nobody’d ever want this.’ And so most Falcons went to the 
crusher.” 


In the bi-state area, this endangered species of automobiles is a long way from extinction. 
The FCA’s Gateway Chapter boasts 25 members, most of whom own Falcons. The group 
meets at 6 p.m. on the last Sunday of each month at the Bonanza Sirloin Pit, 1215 
Duchesne in St. Charles. On those nights, the restaurant parking lot takes on the 
appearance of a vintage car show. 


St. Charles provides a central meeting place for Falcon enthusiasts from Missouri and 
Illinois, according to O’Dell, a resident of East Alton, Ill. The Gateway group is one of 10 
FCA chapters throughout the United States that comprise the organization’s 1,500-plus 
membership. 


Like the Ford Mustang, the Falcon is already considered a classic by many car enthu- 
siasts. But what distinguishes the Falcon is that the restoration of one automobile or 
several is not an expensive proposition. 


The condition of an automobile often determines its purchase price, but some Falcons sell 
for as little as $200. O’Dell drives a 1962 Falcon two-door sedan, and in the last 10 years he 
has renovated more than a dozen of these cars. 


“The Falcon is a basic car with very basic parts,’’O’Dell|pointed out. “‘This makes it an easy 
car to restore and maintain.” 


The early Falcons featured a 90 horsepower, 144 cubic inch six-cylinder engine with three- 
speed manual or two-speed Fordomatic transmissions. The cars had very little pickup and 
provided only basic transportation. By 1963, however, a 260 cubic inch V-8 engine was 
made available with optional four-speed Borg-Warner transmission. 


Falcons come in a variety of shapes and sizes, such as the Sprint, Futura, Ranchero and 
Deluxe Wagon. Many people find them scouring junkyards, combing classified advertise- 
ments and by attending estate sales. Still, the best way to locate a Falcon, according to 
O’Dell, is to join the FCA and the local Gateway Chapter. 


A membership fee buys the chapter’s monthly newsletter and puts a person in contact 
with other Falcon fans who are aware of opportunities for purchasing cars as well as parts. 
The monthly newsletter provides stories on restoration and classified advertisements. 

The Gateway Chapter employs a unique recruitment tactic. Chapter members place their 
club calling cards on the windshields of unfamiliar Falcons to provide their owners with a 
means of obtaining a membership application. 

At Gateway Chapter meetings, Falcon owners swap tips on how to solve their car care 
problems. “Anyone with a concern is encouraged to speak up”, O’Dell said. “Somebody

who’s faced the same situation might suggest where the right part can be obtained. Close 
to winter, there's a problem with a lack of heat in these cars. We've found that only a new 
heater core will really do the trick.” 


“If somebody’s Falcon has a nick in the windshield, they may have questions for one of our 
guest speakers, the windshield doctor. Or somebody might want to know the original color 
for engine paint or what parts might have had achrome finish.” 


Since the Falcon was once one of America’s most popular family cars, it seems only 
natural that the collection of these automobiles be considered a family activity. 


“A lot of Gateway members bring their children to the meetings,” said Ellen O’Dell, 
chapter secretary. “One guy brings his wife, kids, grandma, brother and sister.” 


As co-founder of the Southern Illinois Mustang Association, Tom O’Dell said, ‘I’ve found 
from past experience it’s much easier to have the women involved. A lot of women resent 
the idea of their husbands slipping out for a night with the boys. But if the women are 
along, they can’t compain.” 


Apparently, O’Dell’s philosophy is true for the FCA as well. Approximately 30 women were 
on hand when the FCA held its fifth annual convention at the Holiday Inn, West Port. And, a 
woman, Sharyn Fabey, the FCA’s Pacific region director from Los Angeles, conducted one 
of four sessions. 


FCA convention chairman O’Dell said the two-day event attracted more than 200 people 
from the United States and Canada. 


Besides promoting interest among Falcon owners, the convention fostered camaraderie 
and goodwill, O’Dell added. ‘One guy brought along his dog who got sick, and another 
FCA member took the dog to his dog’s vet,” O’Dell said. “Another man’s Falcon broke 
down on the way to the convention and somebody helped him get a water pump.” 


The convention also attracted new members. One man spotted the 87 Falcons on the 
Holiday Inn parking lot from 1-70 and called in for an FCA membership application. 


“Almost every car has a club,” O’Dell said. “Someone must have stopped to compare 
notes with a guy he saw driving down the road in the same kind of car. It all stems from a 
mutual need to find somebody with the same likes and dislikes.” 


Note: Ellen O’Dell reports that this article brought in 3 new members for the Gateway 
Chapter.
